The di.sturbance at tlie University of Nebraska Friday morning 
lend.s it.self to saying something that hn.s needed to be said for sev­ 
eral months. 
Are the traftie laws in Lincoln equally enfc'rced against all in ­ 
dividuals, all groups, and all classes? 
A.s (»arly as last August The Lincoln Star called the attention 
of Safety Director Cobe Venner and Police Chief Joe Carroll to 
what appeared to be a wanton disregard of Lincoln traffic regula­ 
tions in the crowded downtown areas, the streets and the alleys, by 
huge passenger busses, by delivery vans, by moving trucks and by 
garbage trucks. 
Back of these two responsible officials, the L in ­ 
coln council appears to ha\’e sat on thi.s one tor months, despite 
letters, telephone calls, and personal interviews. 
Under the pretext 
of a w artim e gasoline and tire emergency, the .saving of gasoline 
and tires, the safety commissioners, the chief of police, and back 
of them the council itself have hemmed and hawed about enforcing 
the law. 


Either the ordinance imposing traffic regulatiojis applies to all, 


without fear or favor, or it should be amended, granting special 


favors not generally enjoyed by the public. 
Regulations setting 


forth conditions for driving, for parking, or imposing any other con­ 
dition upon automobile traffic should he enforced against all or none. 
, \ law simply cannot apply to the nia, )ority of people and ex­ 
empt a certain few. 
Either a law should be enforced against all. or it should not be 


enforced against anyone. 


There is no such thing as traffic regulations applied to the great 
m ajority while enforeement^ agencies shut their eyes and do not see 
the infractions commonly indulged in by a few. 
A n ordinance does not, or should not be given two ditferent 
inteiqmelations by those charged with enforcinc it. 
Either it .should 
apply to all - be enforced agam.-t all— or it should not apply to ayy- 
one or should not be enforced against anyone 
in Lincoln, where the ordinance i.s definite and certain, are we 
going to have traffic regulation a{>i)ly to mo.-t {X'ople. and not a[)~ 
p!y to a few j>eoplc'l 
It's to be hojied that the officials do not fall 
back on the defense of an ‘‘unwritten practice’’ of sjiecial privileges 
in traffic enforcement, or tiie lack of adequate policing numbers 
to do the Jnh. 
In months of discussion, formal corn|>laint by letter, 
telephone calls, and personal interviews the question of sufficient 
police was not raised. 
It has been a matter of settled i>olicy on the 
jiart of the enforcement agency to w ink at admiUed violations. 
The following, we take it, is the essence of {>roper efficient traf­ 
fic regulation:
